Expert Tells of the Operation and Its 


Benefits. 


The poultry show qpened yesterday 


morning in the old postofflc? and all 
day there was a large crowd of farm- 
eis In the room. 
There is alfine show 


of poultry and^ there aie about 350 
birds on exhibition. 
There are all 


kinds and all sfzes. but. most of them 
are handsome ones. 
Cages are neatly 
arranged down the center and along 
the sides of the room and the birds 
can be easily seen. 
Dr. L. Enos is the president of the 


poultry association and he had 
his 
hunds full. 
B. H. Shinoske acted as 
tieasurer and secretary and C. C. Ran- 
dolph and J H. Blckford of Warrens- 
burg acted us door keepers. 
About Capons. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the poultry exhibition Is the demon- 
stration of caponlzlng by W. D. Aver- 
Itt of Illlopollsj 
It Is a well known 


fnct that capons bring about double 
the money that 
ordinary 
cockerels 


bring and it Is to the advantage of 
the farmer to get all he can. 
The 
operation of cuponlzlng, a fowl does 
not necessarily lequlre an expert and 
the gain is a great deal. 
A common 
cockerel will sell for about 8 to 10 cents 
per pound while a capon will 
bring 
about double that money. 


The meat of the capon is a great 
deal more tender than even that of 
tlie spring chicken, In fact it com- 
pares with the flesh of a spring chick- 
en about as the spring chicken com- 
pares with an old rooster. 


Money In It. 
The same rule applies to cockerels 
as to hogs and cattle and the farmer 
ought to take advantage of the capon- 
lzlng piocesH to increase the value of 
hits fowls. 
The caponizlng not only 


make1* the meat much better but It al- 
so makes n, gieat deal more of It, as a 
cokerel that weighs only four or five 
pounds can be made by the caponlzlng 
process to weigh about eight or ten 
pounds. 
It takes no mote food for 


the capons than for the ordinary chick- 
ens. 
It Is safe to say that BO per cent 


of the cockerels are grown for food 
and with but u little trouble and ex- 
pense their value can be 
doubled. 
There Is scarcely any i Isk In caponlzlng 
cockerel for during the past season 


Mr Averltt has caponlzed about fifty 
fowls and out of that number only two 
died. 


Caponlzlng is not practiced much in 


this part of the country, though In 
France and In 
some of the 
eastern 
states, especially New Jersey, It Is 
practiced extensively. 
It Is coming 


ot be lecognlzed by the poultiy deal- 
ers In this part of the 
country 
as 
really a very important factor In their 
business and It ,is thought that before 
very long the system will be widely 
practiced here. 


The Operation. 
The 
operation is not, of course, 


absolutely painless, but it is said that 
the pain suffered during arid after the 
operation is not as great as that caused 
by a rooster fight. 


When the light and other 
circum- 
stances are favorable the recovery of 
the fowl from the operation takes but 
five or ten minutes, when It is appar- 
ently as well as ever. 
After the cock- 


eiel has been caponlzed Its habits are 
greatly changed. It becomes quiet and 
seems to be disposed to lead a soll- 
tury life and Is not always running 
about the place and working the flesh 
off It us soon as it can grow on. 


When a cockerel la about two months 
old It Is better able to stand, the ef- 
fects of an operation than before or 
afterwards. 
After it has been capon- 


lzed the rooster never crows and its 
comb never grows 


Experience Not Necessary. 


Mr. Averitt stated yesterday that It 
Is not necessary for a person to have 
any experience to caponize a fowl, but 
it Is somewhat better to have a practi- 
cal caponlzer around when one is about 
to begirt, but still one can leain ..lie 
art simply by reading about the process 
in books Of Instruction. The tools re- 
quired are very simple. 
They consist 


of a sharp knife and a wire and a pair 
of tweezers. 
Mr. Averitt will be here during the 
three day* and will give several dem- 
onstrations. 
One will be held this 


afternoon at 2 o'clock.

AND MANY MORE VVEfcE WASTED. 


There Is a Wide Range In the Prices 


Paid. 


Yesterday Max Atlass shipped two 


car loads of feathera 
He sold them 
to a buyer who was here and they 
were shipped one car east and one car 
to Chicago. 
There were ten men busy 


all day getting out the feathers, wash- 
ing them and hauling them to the cars. 
Perhaps some of these feathers will 


one day come back to Decatur to be 
\\orn by women on their hats or around 
their necks in feather boas for whicn 
they will pay more per ounce than 
Mr Atlas received per pound for them, 
but all of the feathers were not cheap 
affairs. 
There are many giades and 
the price ranges from 6 cents to 65 
cents per pound. 
The tail feathers from white tur- 
keys ai e worth more than prime geese 
or duck feathers. 
The tail feathers 


from daik colored turkeys are worth 
30 cents 
The body feathers from 
white chickens are worth 25 cents' per 
pound. 
There is a suspicion that if 


<m expert carefully examined some pil- 
lows stuffed with prime live geese 
feathers he would discover In them not 
a few white chicken feathers. 
The pickers keep the vaiious kinds 


tr. themselves when the chickens are 
ricked. 
That,,at least, is the theory 


of the business, although it does not 
•work out that way 
Duiing the rush just before the hol- 
idays when there is opportunity to get 
the most feathers because that is the 
time that the most chickens are picked, 
the wasting of feathers is in greater 
proportion than at any other time. At 
that season there is-ever a demand for 
experienced pickers and they become 
independent and are quick to take of- 
fense and at the least cause, some- 
times entirely fancied, they will walk 
out of the house. 
They are not idle 


long because any poultry man will give 
them employment until after the holi- 
days. 
Figuratively speaking Just be- 


fore the holidays the proprietors are 
or.^thelr knees before the pickers. But 
after that season there comes a dull 
time in the poultry market and thB 
pickers grow tame and are ever ready 
to accept a day's work. 
During the 
holidays then it Is that the picker has 
the greatest disregard for the feathers. 
He is working by the piece and his 
only effort Is to get the feathers off. 
He cares not a cent what becomes of 
them afterward. 
So at aftime when 
the greatest number of feathers might 
b>> accumulated the proportion of waste 
is the heaviest, 
In spite of that fact the shipment 
yesterday repres«ntted little more than 
the accumulation of the holiday sea- 
son—the pickings of November 
and 
December. The shipment included not 
only the feathers from the Decatur 
station but from several branch hous- 
es that Mr Atlass operates. Two-thirds 
of them, however, came fiom the De- 
catm1 house. ' ' 
• The bulk"of the feathers were packed 
In huge burlap sacks—sacks six and 
seven feet long and three feet through. 
A rar load of feathers 
even 
when 


packed tightly in sacks make a big 
bulk. 
A ear that is listed with a ca- 


pacity for 80,000 pounds is completely 
filled when 12,000 pounds of feathers 
have been crowded into It. 
That was 


the shipment yesterday, 24,000, pounds. 
Mr. Atlasg said there was a 
great 
waste of feathers In the rush of the 
holiday season, when In addition 
to 
what was caused by the disregard of 
the pickers there was some disregard 
or. his part so far as the feathers were 
concerned because the poultry was so 
much more valuable and had to be 
handled with such haste. He estimate^ 
that less thannhalf of 
the 
feathers 
were saved for every day thete wa* 
taken from hla place big wagon loads 
of feathers and carted away to the 
dumping ground where all refuse is 
thrown

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TUBERS WORTH WEIGHT IN GOLD 


New 
Variety 
Sells in 
London for 


$2,250 Per Pound. 


During the past few years there has 
been the greatest anxiety in England 
and Ireland over the fact 
that the 
common varieties of potatoes 
have 


been steadily degenerating and prom- 
ise to die out. Agricultural scientists 
have been making extraordinary 
ef- 
forts to find a variety that wt)l with- 
stand disease and produce Xull crops. 
Apparently this has been 'found In a 
tuber known as the "Eldorado" and it 
is now selling for enormous prices In 
the London market. The London Ex- 
press of Dec. 11 In its report of the 
market says 
"During the present week the value 


of 'Eldorado' potatoes has been stead- 
ily advancing. On Monday it was £100 
per pound, and the farmers and deal- 
ers who bought tubers were able to 
sell them on Tuesday 
for £150 
per 
pound. Yesterday, at the cattle show 
at Agricultural hall, there was a mad 
rush of buyers, and the price mounted 
up to unprecedented heights. 
''At the stand of Messrs. W. Den- 
nis A Sons of Klrton, Lincolnshire, and 
Convent Garden market, 'Eldorado' po- 
tatoes were sold at 450 sovereigns a 
pound. 
This represents £1,018.000 a 
ton—or about eight times the value of 
pure gold. 
"What Is the explanation of this ex- 
traordinary boom' It is that the 'Eldo- 
rado' Is a potato which during the 
disastrously bod season which has Just 
closed has resisted disease 
with re- 
markable success. 
"The 'life' of a potato from start to 


finish Is twelve years. 
During this 
period It is continually deteriorating 
In quality. Hitherto the 'up-to-date' 
has been the chief cropper—the potato 
for the million. This year it Is heav- 
ily diseased. It has about lived 
Its 
life. Tha accounts for the fart that 
any new variety which has proved It- 
self a disaster-register during the past 
abnormal season Is eagerly sought af- 
ter by farmers and dealers 
"The 'Eldorado' It is interesting to 
learn. Is. a fine cropper. Messrs. Den- 
nis * Sons showed a photograph at 
then* stand of a single root of this po- 
tato. Just removed from the 
ground, 
which weighed 
nine 
pounds, 
two 
ounces. The 'Eldorado' is a 
perfect 
kidney shape for market purposes, and 
Is of excellent color. 


"Germany-'dumps' heavily 
in this 
country In regard to* many of her pro- 
ducts, but she cannot compete 
with 
England a* a grower of seed potatoes. 
Messrs. Dennis have sold during the 
cattle show, for delivery, a year hence 
to a German firm, seventy-five tons 
of •nbrthsrn stars'—another dlsease- 
reslster—for £1606. 


Tor next year the same firm to of- 
fering 'Eldorados' at £i S shillings a 
pound. The drop In price Is due to 
the fact that 'Eldorados' win be large- 
ly cultivated during the coming season, 
and will b« very much more plentiful 
yajar than they age today." 


MORE FRESH EGGS 


There Were a Few Received Monday 


and They Sold at »1.$P Per 


Cas*. 


PRICES BREAK AT NEW YORK. 


Some Figures From the New York 
:igu 


Pi'roduco Exchange, 


Monday there were perhaps ten cases 


of fresh eggs received In Decatur and 
none of the dealers had any storage 
eggs and quoted no prices, but said 
that today they would probably 
be 
worth $9 60 per case. 
The fresh eggs 
were sold to the trade at *10.50 per 
case. 
The dealers do not oare for 
any more eggs than they can dispose 
of immediately because 
the 
prices 


are so high and there Is such a little 
difference between the fresh and the 
stored stock, the retailers are slow 
to take hold of the fresh eggs. The 
crnsumcr has become quite accustomed 
to the stored eggs and will take" them 
rather than have another nlckle tacked 
on the price. 
The shippers would not 


load up on eggs if they could because 
they feai that there will come a slump 
in the price any day and they will get 
It ft. 
Just at present the local market 
is entirely independent of the 
New 
York market so far as the retailer is 
concerned, but that is the place that 
the shipper would have to dispose of 
i>is suiplus if he had any and for that 
reason he Is guided by the conditions 
there. In New York on Saturday fresh 
eggs sold for less money than they 
command here but that was due to the 
fact that fresh e'ggs from the far south 
are going Into New York. 
The top 


price Saturday was 33 cents for fancy 
stock. 
The day's receipts were 4519 
cases and for the week 21,392 cases. 
Remember, too, that this Is at a dull 
season and the receipts are' considered 
light, and for the week were more than 
7,000 cases less than for the same time 
last year. 
The egg receipts at New 


York as reported by the produce ex- 
change are almost beyond belief. From 
the 1st of March last up to and In- 
cluding last Saturday, the year's re- 
ceipts were 2,784,331 cases. 
Each case 
contains tliir'y dozen eggs so that It 
Is easy to see that the ten months' re- 
ceipts were more than sixty million 
dozen eggs. 
According to the report of the New 


York produce exchange there are now 
between 16 000 and 17,000 cases of eggs 
In cold storage In thAt city. 
That is 
not enough for a week's supply but the 
time Is so near at hand for the fresh 
stock from the south to be coming In 
that the egg men there, as here, are 
not anxious to get in deep until the 
spring rush is on when the work of 
packing for the next winter will begin. 
The egg men ore up against a com- 


bination of the strawboard men who 
make the "filler" for the egg cases and 
likewise they are against a shortage 
of egg cases or rather the wood fiom 
which those cases are made. 


Prior to January 1 egg cases could 


be bought "knocked down" for $12.50 
per hundred at Cairo. 
Since Jan- 


uary 1 they are quoted at $13 per hun- 
dred on the ears at Cairo 
Last year 


they were delivered at Decatur 
for 


$1 per hundred less than the present 
quotation 


The strawboard fillers last 
year 
were bought at $4.50 per hundred per 
sets. 
Now they are Selling for $5.4"i 


per hundred sets. 
The egg men say

WILL NEED 00,000 SOLDIERS 


Uncle Sam's Army Will Want That 


Many Recruits Next Year. 


Thirty thousand recruits will be 
reeded next year to fill out the ranks 
of the United States tegular army.' 
Ibis is the text of an appeal which has 
boen sent out by the war department 
to every lecuiting station in the United 
States. 


The recruiting officers are cautioned 
however not to let up on the rigid rules 
which they have been enfoicing in en- 
listing recruits as the department does 
rot want the high standard of army 
men dropped, and even at the expense 
of securing fewer men, the lules as 
to physical perfection must be enforc- 
ed 


For About six months of last year a 


recruiting officer was malntainej in 
Bloomington, in charge alteinately of 
Sergt Sensing ana 
Private Muse 


Several score of men were enlisted 
here but the office lias been closed 
for a couple- of months past, the re- 
cruiting officers having been ordered 
to other stations 


In ordei to show why the army needs 


to many men next year It Is necessary 
tc state that the 
regular standing 


army of the United States consists in 
the neighborhood of 05,000 men who 
are enlisted for periods of three years 
It can be seen that the army has to 


be practically refilled every three years 
or to divide It up approximately 22 000 
men must be enlisted 
or reenlisted 


eveiy year The reason that more men 
than the usual 
percentage will be 


needed next >ear Is that the men who 
are enlisted for periods of short dura- 
t ons during the Spanish war and who 
vent to the Philippines in 1900 will 
all jecehe thpii discharges next year 


After the Spanish war a number of 


rfgiments of volunteers which fought 
thiough the vvai were mustered out 
and laige numbeis of these men enlist- 
ed in the regulai nrmy and went to the 
Philippines All of these men are about 
through with their periods of enlist- 
ments and recruits will be needed to 
take their places 


Then too In 1901 the army was in- 


creased by five regiments of cavalry, 
five regiments of infantry and several 
batteries of artilleiy by act of congress 
and the men who were placed through

Elephants Which Congress Leaves on 


The Hands of Its File Clerks. 
Consplclous among 
the elephants 


which Congress leaves on the hands 
ot its file clerks are the "monster 
petitions" which well intentloned per- 
sons gleefully sign when the opportun- 
ity offers, whatever the cause or the 
power addressed may be Considerable 
ingenunity is exercised in providing an 
attractive dress for the signature The 
mere list ot names Is ponderous and 
impressive, no doubt, but it is hardly 
to be expected that any one will ever 
read It over, and some of these best 
\ersed in congressional psychology de- 
ptnd upon altogether extraneous -points 
to attract attention Sometimes enor- 
mous reel* with handles are mounted 
on miniature floats and trundled into 
the Capitol for a'l to admire. Elaborate 
decorations In the form of flags and 
patriotic designs are- also popular A 
great single-tax 
petition presented 


when Torn L. Johnson was in Congress 
was most elaborately prepared in the 
form of a desk, the card of each signer 
being separately covered with glass. 
On one of the largest petition In his- 
tory, presented shortly 
before the 
Spanish war and devoted to the Cuban 
question, there were said to be 7,000,- 
000 names The clerks, who from cur- 
iouslty unrolled the strip on the floor 
and counted the number of names to 
the rod, reduced the estimate by many 
hundred thousand 
but the fact re- 


mained a monument, If not to arouse 
public sentiment, at least to the gen- 
eral complaisance of American citi- 
zens. The plea" of the collar-and-cuff 
operatives of Troy against the reduc- 
tion of tariff on this class of wear- 
r g apparel Is also yet remembered 
for its physical proportions 


All these memorials, with number- 
ess others, now repose in tne ciypt 
of the capltol,. or In remoter store- 
re oms, with none so poor to do them 
reverence The decorations have usual- 
y been stolen. The desk form in which 
he single-tax petition was contained 
3 now wanted only by the carpenter, 
who would like it to keep tools in. 
t is very bard legally to throw any- 
hlng away, and old petitions accum- 
ulate by the ton before the destruction 
if any of them can be arranged for.

THERE IS ANOTHER. 


The appalling railroad disasters of 


the last few weeks should lead the 
lallroad men first 
of all to devise 


means of avoiding them or reducing 
them to a minimum. If through a reck- 
less desire to pay large dividends the 
railroads should be unwilling to spend 
money to secure gt eater safety to life 
and property legislation should be in- 
voked to compel it. Congress should at 
once see that all Interstate roads de- 
vise means of lessening the harvest of 
death. The one 
tangible thing that 


suggests Itself to the ordinary man Is 
the extension of the block system. Only 
about one-seventh of 
the 
railroad 


mileage of the country is blocked. Sin- 
gle tracks and congestion of trains to 
handle large traffic are responsible for 
much of the loss of human 
life In 


railroad wrecks. Each state should sup- 
plement congressional action with re- 
fiuirementa for safety 
within state 


lines. The danger from railroad travel 
Is now quite equal to that In places 
where multitudes do congregate. The 
Chicago f.re has stirred the country 
until every city, village and hamlet Is 
busy requiring more exits, flie escapes 
nnd buildings that will not burn. The 
Chicago holocaust has so overshadow- 
ed everything else that pjbllc thought 
has not been arouscfl toward the epi- 
demic of railroad smash-ups. 
These 


should now move to the center of the 
stage and be given the attention that 
their horrors demand.

At Disregard Of Anti-Septic Precau- 


tions In the Caponizing of Fowls 


At the Poultry Show. 


OPERATOR WAS NOT WORRIED. 


The caponizing of cockerels which 


In one of the main features of the 
poultry show, caused one of' the well 
known surgeons of Decatur almost to 
have spasrna when he happened to 
drop into the poultry show Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


The man who performs the caponiz- 
ing seems to understand his business, 
but from a surgical standpoint 
the 


operation was scarcely up to the stand- 
ard. 


The young man who Is giving the 


exhibitions' says that he read 
the 
books about caponizing last year and 
has since then learned how to do the 
work. 
He says that he ban only killed 
two cockerels and then only because he 
carelessly 
stuck his knife Into an 
artery. 


The young man does the work very 


nicely as far as 'the general results are 
concerned. 
The birds upon which he 
operates seem to live. 
Just after the 


young man had finished performing 
the job of caponizing Wednesday after- 
noon Dr. W. B. Hosteller happened In- 
to the chicken show. 
He saw 
the 


man! throw his instrument down up- 
on the dirty table and the doctor Im- 
mediately became excited. 


"Do you mean to say," said the doc- 


tor, "tftat you handle your surgical In- 
struments in such careless 
manner? 


Why, yon will kill the poor chicken 
with the bacteria that will be gath- 
ered up on that knife from the dirty 
fable. 
TOU have neither washed your 
hands, used an anti-septic solution In 
washing the wounded parts nor taken 
thts precaution to first place your in- 
struments in an anti-septic solution." 
The operator told the doctor that he 


dldjnot know anything about anti-sep- 
tlu solution* nor did he know anything 
about clean hands or,bacteria, but thnt 
h* had perform*! slmi'ar operations 
on many hundred other cockerels and 
Ha4».anly caused the death of two birds 
In mil his experience. 
~ * physician watched the operation 


afM. that it jraa done all right. 


but that he could ifbt reconcile himself 
to the lack of anti-septic precautions. 
The operator insisted that he had done 
all that was necessary for a chicken, 
but the surgeon said that while such 
work might do for a rooster, It would 
not do for a human being, even In ine 
most unimportant operation. 
The caponizing of the cockerels and 


the capons which have bean exhibited 
have created a good deal of Interest 
among those who raise poultry. The 
cs.pon in eastern markets and In fact 
In Chicago, Is common, but in tnis 
city they are seldom offered on the 
market. 
The Philadelphia capon, ae it 
I» 


called in the market, is a 
common 


poultry product In the large cities, an«l 
brings the largest prices to the 
pro- 


ducer, but In this locality the capon Is 
something rare and consequently the 
exhibit along this line at the poultry 
show' la something out of the ordinary. 


Tjie Pheasants. 
Dr. N. D. Myers of Deoatur is with- 


out competition in the English Ring- 
npck pheasant class at the , poultry 
show. He shows a pen of two hens and 
a cock. 
The doctor hopes to have 


better success next season than h« 
had last year in raising pheasants and 
If he does some of his friends will have 
un opportunity to pass Judgment on the 
question of the palatableness of those 
biids. 
The physician admits that his suc- 


cess in failing to raise these birds 
was due largely to the fact that he 
did not know how. 
The pair of hens 


gave him 126 eggs that he found. Per- 
liaps they gave ITim others that ho 
failed to pick up. 
These hen» have 


a curious habit of laying an egg just 
as the mood comes upon them with- 
out regard for the fact that there may 
not be a nest within two miles of them. 
Dr. Myers says that tlie eggs were nev- 
re picked up twice In the same place 
and were likely to be found any place 
about the yard. 
The majority of 


these 
egers were fertile and many 


chicks were hatched, but only one was 
reared 
Dr Myers says that about 


the time that the chicks were ten 
days old they began to mope and then 
died. 
Since that time he has learned 


from o<hers who have had experience 
what may have been the remedy neces- 
sary and he is ready to make another 
trial during the coming season and Is 
confient that he will have better suc- 
cess than he had last year.

A Subject Discussed by David Felmley

"Fourth, his education must develop 


a right opirit; lie

Institutions of society at the expense 
of self sacrifice, if need be. 


Afforded by Farm. 
"The education afforded by the farm 


life of fifty years ago met these cTe- 
mands admirably; for on the farm the 
boy deemed to use the tools of several 
trades. He obtained a practical know- 
ledge of animal husbandry, of the con- 
ditions of vegetable life, and learned 
inuch of the nature around him. More- 
over, the regular duties of the farm, 
the fact that all was done for the com- 
mon good oC the family, developed the 
habits and sterling character needed 
for success in life. The three months 
of winter schooling taught them read- 
Ing, writing and arithmetic. The week- 
ly newspaper gave him a glimpse ^of 
the great world outside. Both bovs 
and girls were fairly well-equiped for 
their destiny, which was usually to 
marry early, to push to the west, to 
open a farm and rear a family under 
substantially the same conditions as 
had surrounded their own childhood. 


Division of Labor. 
."But the 
development 
of steam 


transportation and the factory system 
has changed all this. The American 
farmer has moved td town. The oppor- 
tunity for the old home 
education is 


gone. The school now must train chil- 
dren in habits of industry, courtesy, 
regularity and self-'contrbl. 


"Moreover, the division of labor has 


been carried to an extent undreamed 
of by our fathers. No one supplies by 
his own labor a tithe of his own wants. 
He pours out his own services freely, 
and in return a /thousand hands minis- 
ter to him. 
"Society now demands that a person 


sliall do one thing, and that one thing 
well. Two generations ago even the 
higher arts and 
professions were 


learned by a sort of apprentice system. 
Now they are no longer acquired by 
rule-of-thum imitation. They have be- 
come rational 
arts 
and technical 


schools have sprung up to teach the 
science underlying the art. Then our 
universities have become mainly great 
technical and professional schools. 


Some Demands. 


"The same demands is beginning to 


affect our high schools, which in the 
near future must supply instruction 
in four chief lines: 
"1. For the speaking and writing 


professions, a course in which lan- 
guage, literature, history, 
and social 


science shall occupy the chief place. 
"2. For physicians, 
farmers phar- 


macists, a course consisting mainly of 
chemistry, biology, physics and other 
natural sciences. 
"3. For builders and manufacturers, 


or rather for all engaged in useful or 
artistic construction, a course giving 
special prominence to 
mathematics, 


physics, chemistry, art, drawing and 
manual training. 


"4. For bankers, merchants insur- 


ance men, and others engaged in trade, 
special training in commercial arith- 
metic, commercial geography, commer- 
cial Jaw, the theory of account, politi- 
cal ocomony, stenography and type-, 
writing. 


THE OTWELL CORN CONTEST 


Originator Tells How 
He Interested

are none finer in this country, to open 
the doors early to accommodate the 
crowd, and when the meeting was call- 
ed to order at e!eveh o'clock, if I ever 
told the truth in my life, there were 
present the president and the secre- 
tary and the Chaplain, and that was 
all.

"And 
the Chaplain offered a fervent 


prayer for the officers of the organiza- 
tion. ,1 tapped him on the shoulder 
afterwards and told 
him he would 


oblige me by praying for the delin-

may not be surprised when I 


tell you that among 
fifteen hundred 


farmer boys, there were many beau- 
tifully written letters, nicely expressed 
thoughts, tender little bits of history 
as relating to their own lives, and could 
you drop in some rainy day artd read 
them over, you would not wonder that 
I prize them. One little fellow wrote: 
"I am yours very truly for that forty 
dollar bicycle." 


"You all remember the memorable 


dry summer of 1901, and really I was 
fearful that' we might not have any 
corn to display at all. There were two 
objects uppermost in my mind when 
this contest was started. One was to 
get the farmers 
interested 
in our 


County Farmers' Institute and another 
was to (set the county plastered over 
with good seed corn.

All this time they were studying culti. 
vation, deep 'and shallow, fertilizers of 
all kinds, liquids and solids, were be- 
coming more interested in farming and 
today there is a prevailing belief in 
this county that boys 
may choose 


funning as' their profession and still 
be as good as anybody. 


Farmers Helped, 
"The time for the Farmers' Instl- 


ute came and brought with it many 
nteresting things.

"Well, the next year I decided to fool 


the farmers. Farmers you know, can 
be fooled easier than anybody else in 
the world. So I went to the printing 
office and had a lot of. programs 
printed on nice glltedge paper. 
The 


program contained many noted speak- 
ers ,and their subjects were of a na- 
ture tp interest all good farmers. These 
program invitations were then put in 
some nice, square, pink

like a wedding invitation, and I mail- 
ed them to five hundred farmers

same results as the previous year. 


"Perhaps there were two dozen far- 


mers at regular attendance upon the 
sessions of the Institute. None of the 
officers were overly pleased and the 
president refused to serve any longer, 
and I was elected to that honorable 
position. I accepted with pleasure, and 
determined to make 
i.t .or break It, 


though from all appearances It was al- 
ready de'ad broke. I decided upon a 
plan, which I now give you, and you 
may be your own judge as to whether it 
has been a success. 


Procured Seed. 
"I sent to Iowa, Indiana and Illinois 


and procured twelve samples of yel- 
low seed corn. All of .which I' consid- 
ered pretty good corn. 
Then I called 


twelve farmers into the parlors of the 
National Bank

asked them to 


name the variety that In their judg- 
ment was best adapted to the soil of 
Macoupin county. These twelve men 
were all good corn raisers, and, after 
two hours, they decided.upon a varie- 
ty that seemed to fill the requirements 
I then sent to the propagator of this 
corn and asked Aim to furnish me the 
corn at as reasonable 
prices as he 
could, explaining my plans. He furn- 
ished the corn at J2 a bushel. I solicit- 
ed $40 In cash and divided it Into forty 
prizes -of Jl each. I/, was .given some 
other special prises to offer. I got the

One pint water. 
Two level tablespoons sugar. 
•Two level tablespoons shortening. 
Four level teaspoons salt. 
Two cakes 
compressed yeast or 


three-fourths cake yeast foam. 


About three quarts of flour. 
By omitting both sugar and short- 


ening we have the recipe for Vienna 
bread, a most wholesome and delicious 
bread when fresh. We cannot give 
exact quantities of flour in bread re- 
cipes, for different brands vary so 
in their thickening properties. We use 
flour enough to prevent dough from 
sticking to the board when kneaded. 
By making a sponge first we have a 
finer grained bread, and this method 
is always used for rolls, buns, etc. the 
flavor also being improved by a sec- 
ond , kneading. 
* * * 


To insure a close grained 'loaf the 


dough must be thoroughly kneaded at 
this point, and it is much easier and 
better to knead each loaf by itself, 
than the whole quantity at once. The 
air bubbles must be worked out as 
much as possible or else the loaf wllJ 
be too porous and coarse. 
Be careful in shaping the loaves and 


rolls, to use no more flour than is 
absolutely required 
or a hard dry 
crust will be the result. When each 
loaf has been formed into .an even 
roll shape, It should be a little longer 
than the pan, so that when raised it 
will fill out the corners and be of 
equal length throughout. 
Pans for 


bread do not requiie greasing, unless 
the bread Itself contains no shorten- 
ing, but the crust will be more crisp 
and delicate if 
the loaf is rubbed 


lightly with soft butter when put into 
the pans. Russia-iron bread pans are 
the best, and although more expen- 
sive than tin, will prove cheaper In 
the end as they will last a life time. 
If tin is used at all, it should be the 
heavy block tin; the thin, cheaper 
varieties are never worth buying. 
* * * 


Use individual loaf pans instead of 


one large pan for several loaves. Your 
bread will bake more evenly and be 
more wholesome baked in single loav- 
es. A good sized pan measures about 
eight inches in length, and four wide 
and deep, with straight rather than 
flaring sides. The loaves, should not 
be high enough to spread overt the 
side when baking which so often nap- 
pens with shallow pans.

Loaves Should Be Small. 
It is a mistake to make large loaves, 


as they do not bake so evenly, and al- 
ways cut to poor advantage. The av- 
rage home loaf of a pound or a trifle 
ver is as large as one can bake suc- 
os'sfully, as a rule.

Of two evils, 
lowever this one is to be preferred to 
he bread, which is not raised enough, 
r is placed in too hot an oven, for 
hat will be heavy and probably half 
ibked in the center. When the heat is 
oo great a hard crust forms and the 
heat will not pentrate the Inside, so 
he loaf in underdone. The proper tem- 
lerature of from 300 to 400 degrees ac- 
:ording to the, size of the loaf. Rolls 
equire a hotter oven than bread. Re- 
duce the heat when the loaves begin 
o brown and finish baking with a 
moderate oven, turning pans around at 
first to insure even raising and cover- 
ng with heavy 
wrapping paper, if

BREAD BAKING. 


Following are .extracts from the ad- 


dress by Mrs. He!en. Armstrong of 
Chicago. In the domestic science s 
slon held in Bloomington recently. 


The bread should taste Sweet and 


nutty, smell 'fresh and keep In good 
condition for several days. It should 
be regular in shape 4nd rebound after 
pressure. The inside 6f the loaf should 
be tenden of even, fine grain and the 
crust be crisp and well browned. Such 
loaves are most desirable articles of 
diet. To secure these conditions ne- 
cessitates selecting good flour, fresh 
pure yeast, maintaining an even tem- 
perature after careful mixing and last 
but not least, a thorough baking. 
» » • 
, 


The three kinds of flour most used 


for bread are white, graham and whole 
wheat. From experiments made at the 
United States Agricultural stations we 
are told that of these flours the white 
contains the 'most protein, while the 
graham is of least value. Although the 
whole or entire wheat has more nutri- 
tive value than the others it does not 
give it all to the body, as a portion of 
it remains undigested. As it is more 
expensive and also spoils more readily 
than white flour, it is hardly advisable 
to substitute it wholly for the-white 
bread. An excellent loaf can be made 
from It, however, affording variety for 
the table and it certainly should be 
given an occasional trial. 
* « « 


In using 
graham 
flour all bran 


snould be rejected after sifting, but 
the better brands of graham and whole 
wheat are finely ground and contain 
little bran. The best white flour is not 
the whitest, but has a creamy color 
and should be soro«!What grainy rather 
than soft. Spring wheat flour is con- 
sidered, more 
desirable than winter 
wheat, except for cake and pastry. It 
absorbs more water, is easier to handle 
has a firmer grain and makes bread of 
great volume and better strength. A 
medium or high grade" flour is more 
easily digested and taken Into the sys- 
tem than1 the poorer 
grades, hence* 


there is, no economy in buying cheap 
flour. You will not only have poorer 
bread, but less of it. 


We know, however, that the fer- 
mentation will be more rapid if sugar 
Is used in the sponge. When, we are 
sure of the strength of the yeast, and 
are making plain loaf bread, It is just 
as well to mix it up stiff in the first 
place, as to make a soft sponge. In 
that case, we also add the salt to the 
batter, which' we do not do with a 
sponge, as the salt retards the action 
of the yeast, A very good formula for 
four loa.'

No single article of diet is more harm- 
ful than slack baked bread and if ou 
pressing into the center of a slice of 
bread, you find that it retains the 
shape of the fingers like a piece of 
putty, it is just about as, fit for your 
stomach as so much putty would be, 


^ * * * 


When well baked, the loaf gives a 


hollow sound if tapped lightly when 
taken from the pan. Place the loaves 
on a wire screen and let them stand 
in the air uncovered until cool. 


Do not wrap in cloths, as that re- 


tains the steam and makes thei bread 
clammy, an excellent means of culti- 
vating mould. Well baked bread, prop- 
erly cared for, rarely moulds, so be 
sure yours is well aired and then put 
away in a dry cool place. Do not put 
bread in a cellar with the idea that 
it will keep moist longer; it is un- 
wholesome. A bread jar may be used 
if it Is kept 
closely covered, and Is 


scalded each week, but a tin bread 
box Is better, being not only air tight 
but lighter, and hence easier to clean. 
It does not absorb odors, as crockery 
will after a time. No cloths are need- 
ed to keep btead from drying.

The essay given the tirst prize was 


as follows: 
Report of raising, planting and cul- 
tivation of the corn that was sent me 
from the Illinois experiment station. 
This coin was raised on black prairie 
loam. There was no manure used this 
spring. The ground was plowed about 
the first of April and about 5 to 6 
inches deep. The ground was cultivat- 
ed some three or four 
times before 
planting. 
The -corn was planted the 


6th of June. I cultivated It about five 
times with a hoe, there were no other 
implements used in growing the corn. 
The ground was free from weeds be- 
fore I planted my corn, that It did not 
take much to keep the plot clean. This 
leads me to believe that we can tend 
our corn before planting It by having 
our ground clean and in good condi- 
tion. I did not allow a weed or bunch 
of grass to grow 
on 
the plat of 
ground. 
There was 139 hills on the 
plat of ground. There were from one 
to three stalks In each hill. The num- 
ber of ears that I raised 
I do not 
know There were not any stalks with- 
out ears. I had no Way of weighing 
rny corn, but by measure I had two 
bushels. There was no injury from cut 
worms or Insects, but moles Injured It 
some. Before I bad gathered my corn 
stock got into It too, and wasted some 
of It.
